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Hodgdon  wasn't  the  most  social  of 
dorms.  It  didn't  have  the  best  set  up  for 
meeting  people  and  hanging  out.  Single  sex 
floors  without  lounges— not  the  ideal  dorm 
for  a  freshman.  But  you  know  what?  It  was 
okay— we  had  a  bathroom!  Though  my 
hallmates  and  I  would  only  say  "Hi"  to  each 
other  in  the  hallway  or  around  campus, 
we'd  get  into  deep  conversations  in  the 
bathroom.  In  between  toothpaste  spitting, 
through  stalls,  over  toilet  flushing,  and 
making  eye  contact  only  through  the  mir¬ 
rors,  we'd  chat  for  hours.  We  bonded  over 
classes  and  professors  and  boys  and  brand 
of  dental  floss— no  subject  was  taboo  in  the 
bathroom.  I've  gone  through  four  years  at 
Tufts  with  the  friends  I  made  in  that— 
(FLUSHO-bathroom. 
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We  stepped  out  of  the  Park  Street  T  station  very 
excited  as  we  embarked  on  our  first  adventure  as  Tufts 
freshmen,  with  no  tour  book  or  Pachyderm  to  guide  us,  we 
set  out  to  find  the  secrets  of  this  city  which  would  become 
our  stomping  grouds  for  the  next  four  years.  The  plan:  get 
off  the  T  at  a  major  stop  and  walk,  we  figured  that  was  the 
best  way  to  discover  some  unknown  site  and  to  really  learn 
Boston’s  layout. 

So  there  we  were,  Terresa,  Steve,  Eric  and  me,  four 
Tufts  newcomers  and  one  from  BU,  walking  down  the  street, 
with  no  distinct  destinaiton  on  that  beautiful  October 
afternoon.  First  stop,  Downtown  Crossing,  followed  by 
Faneuil  Hall;  nothing  out  of  the  ordinary.  We  were  surprised 
at  how  close  and  connected  all  these  tourist  sites  were.  We 
stumbled  upon  them  accidentally. 

Before  we  knew  it,  the  adventure  picked  up.  While 
we  walked  by  the  Boston  Garden,  an  older  couple  avoided 
us — I  guess  we  looked  threatening.  We  risked  our  lives 
crossing  the  traffic  exiting  the  Sumner  Tunnel  to  get  to  the 
North  End.  We  found  a  great  park  overlooking  the  Harbor, 
and  played  on  a  cool  playground  in  the  shape  of  a  boat.  We 
followed  “twig  man”  who  we  saw  suspiciously  breaking 
branches  off  of  trees.  He  used  them  as  table  settings  in  his 
wine  library  (we  discovered  this  while  slyly  peering  through 
windows).  A  shady  man  offered  to  sell  me  gold  jewlery  from 
inside  his  briefcase  in  Haymarket.  And  by  the  time  we  were 
through  with  our  tour,  we  were  at  South  Station.  Boston 
seemed  like  an  exciting  place  to  me. 
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At  1 1:20  that  Tuesday  morning,  1  stood  over  my  printer  in 
disbelief.  I  was  wearing  my  flannel  "Thinking  pants",  a  white  T- 
shirt  and  a  Tufts  hat.  My  eyes  were  bloodshot,  my  face  pale.  1  had 
just  pulled  an  all  nighter  to  write  a  paper.  At  10:00  the  night 
before,  1  had  deleted  my  entire  paper;  I  didn't  like  where  it  was 
going.  My  roommate  became  stressed  and  had  to  leave.  "It's  okav- 
I  have  time,"  I  reassurred  her.  But  the  ideas  didn't  flow.  Fianlly,  at 
5:22  a.m.  after  writing  poetry  to  honor  my  friends  and  drawing 
pictures  with  crayons  for  my  sister,  I  saw  the  light.  I  sat  down  at 
my  vintage  ApplelTC  and  composed  as  if  divinely  inspired.  The 
masterpiece  was  complete  by  10:45,  with  just  the  bibliography  and 
the  cover  page  left.  At  11:15  I  set  up  my  Imagewriter  printer  and 
commanded  my  computer  to  print.  It  refused.  Screaming  and 
crying  as  my  friends  snapped  photos  of  me,  I  begged  the  printer  to 
work.  I  certainly  couldn't  borrow  anyone  else's  --  nobody  else  still 
used  the  Apple  IIC.  By  some  miracle,  my  Imagewriter  gave  in  and 
my  paper  came  spurting  out.  I  wept  with  joy  as  I  stapled  the  paper  1 
at  1 1 :29,  and  sprinted  uphill  to  Eaton  with  one  minute  to  spare. 
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Sophomore  year,  living  in  South  on  the  first  floor  facing 
Powderhouse  Blvd.  left  me  with  several  memories.  Right  outside  my 
window  as  the  Tufts  Tot-Lot.This  led  to  many  days  of  watching  the 
cute  little  kids  throwing  sand  at  each  other  and  jumping  from  the  top 
of  the  ladder,  not  having  grasped  the  joys  of  sliding  yet. Unfortunately, 
little  kids  have  a  different  time  schedule  than  college  students  and 
every  Saturday  and  Sunday  morning,  without  fail,  there  would  be 
kids  playing  on  the  slide  and  the  horse-swings.  Well,  these  horse- 
swings  have  a  terribly  loud  squeak  every  time  they  go  back  and  forth. 
At  7:00  am,  this  sounds  like  the  end  of  the  world  coming. Sometimes 
we’d  announce  from  a  microphone  plugged  into  a  guitar  amp  leaned 
up  against  the  window  that  he/she  was  causing  a  very  annoying 
repetitive  squeal  and  that  the  non-horse  swings  were  much  more  fun. 
It  usually  worked,  but  it  didn’t  stop  everyone.  So  one  day,  my 
roommate,  the  guys  next  door,  and  I  gathered  to  set  forth  on  our 
mission  to  stop  the  squeaking.We  kicked  a  kid  off  the  horse-swing 
and  sparyed  WD-40  all  over  the  chain  and  hinges. Although  the 
squeak  persisted,  it  was  minimized.We  accepted  the  fact  that  the 
swing  still  made  noise  since  winter  was  approaching  and  the  shut 
windows  would  better  keep  out  the  quieted  sound.No  problems 
existed  during  the  winter,  but  when  the  weather  was  nice  enough  to 
open  windows  up  in  the  spring,  we  faced  another  nuisance:  the 
continuous  loop  melody  of  “pop-goes-the-weasel”  coming  from  the 
parked  ice  cream  truck  at  the  Tot-Lot  entrance.  The  annoyances 
brought  more  than  headaches,  they  also  brought  great  inside  jokes 
and  many  other  good  memeories. 
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When  I  was  a  senior  in  high  school,  I  went  through  that 
period  when  I  was  lovingly  referred  to  as  a  “pre-frosh.”  I  visited 
several  schools,  getting  a  small  sampling  of  classes,  dorm  life, 
and  of  course  cafeteria  food.  Being  the  picky  eater  that  I  am, 
the  cafeteria  was  one  of  the  biggest  factors  in  my  choosing  a 
school.  Being  young  and  naive  and  sick  of  bringing  bag 
lunches  to  school  every  day,  I  thought  that  dining  halls  were  the 
best  part  of  college.  That  old  public  high  school  cafeteria  with 
the  sour  milk  and  frozen  pizza  was  nothing  compared  to  these 
palaces.  At  the  dining  halls,  you  could  choose  anything  from 
salad  to  soft-serve  ice  cream  to  pasta.  You  could  even  drink 
soda,  a  definite  no-no  in  my  high  school  cafeteria.  Obviously, 
this  was  heaven. 

And  Tufts  Dining  to  me  was  nothing  short  of  this.  The  first 
time  that  I  had  stayed  overnight  at  Tufts  was  in  the  fall.  The 
most  significant  part  of  my  visit  was  not  the  fraternity  party  to 
which  my  host  had  taken  me,  but  the  cheese  eggs  in  Dewick/ 
Macphie  during  Sunday  brunch.  I  thought  they  were  great. 
Granted,  after  living  downhill  for  my  first  two  years  at  Tufts,  the 
Sunday  cheese  eggs  became  a  little  tedious  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  they  will  be  missed  once  I  graduate. 

Well,  as  I  get  ready  to  graduate  from  Tufts,  possibly  never  to 
eat  the  food  here  again,  I  can’t  help  but  think  of  all  the  changes 
the  dining  halls  have  undergone-the  most  significant  being  Ithe 
renovations  of  Carmichael  and  Dewick/Macphie.  I  returned  to 
Carmichael  during  April  Open  House.  It  was  very  crowded, 
with  a  single  line  to  get  all  of  the  food,  and  was  much  less 
attractive  than  I  remembered  it  being  in  the  fall.  I  also  did  not 
appreciate  getting  yelled  at  for  forgetting  to  put  my  silverware 
down  some  chute.  I  had  also  read  in  the  day’s  Daily  that  there 
had  been  asbestos  found  in  Carmichael  and  would  be  closed 
until  the  start  of  the  next  school  year-the  year  that  we  would  be 
freshmen. 

We  all  started  freshman  year  with  a  new  version  of 
Carmichael.  Along  with  the  obvious  yellow  motif,  there  were 
several  other  changes  including  the  myriad  of  food  choices.  Of 
course,  there  were  also  the  insanely  sized  crowds  and  some 
weird  rule  about  not  taking  food  out  of  the  dining  hall.  But, 
there  was  no  fooling  around  with  silverware  chutes. 

There  were  rumors  freshman  year  that  Dewick  was  going  to 
£9  be  renovated  to  look  something  like  Carmichael,  but  I  did  not 

^  believe  it.  Actually,  I  did  not  mind  if  it  was  true.  I  actually  liked 

the  old  Dewick/Macphie  though,  especially  the  old  Macphie.  It 
was  easy  to  spot  friends  and  there  was  something  homey 
about  the  brick  walls.  Sure,  the  dishroom  smaelled,  but  hey,  it 
was  all  part  of  the  charm. 

So,  I  have  to  admit  that  the  new  Dewick/Macphie  took  some 
getting  used  to.  I  could  not  get  over  the  fact  that  it  took  a  Ph.D.

separated  from  friends  you  had  to  give  up  hope  of  ever  seeing 
them  again.  But  it  grew  on  me.  The  eating  upstairs  part  was 
fun.  You  could  even  walk  by  on  Talbot  Ave.  and  stare  at  all  the 
people  eating.  And  Dewick/Macphie  was  finally  free  of  silver¬ 
ware  chutes.  (Although  sometimes  I  miss  those. ..these  are  the 
nights  that  I  eat  in  Hodgdon.) 

Of  course,  there  are  some  problems  that  I  have  with  the 
im:  dining  halls.  The  food  does  get  a  bit  tedious  and  I  don’t  appre¬ 
ciate  the  fact  that  I  was  yelled  at  once  for  trying  to  take  three 
cookies  out  of  Dewick.  But,  next  year,  when  I  end  up  eating  a 
frozen  dinner  because  I  don’t  feel  like  cooking,  I’m  going  to 
miss  the  convenience  of  the  dining  halls.  And  no  matter  how 
hard  I  try,  my  cheese  eggs  on  Sunday  mornings  just  won’t  live 
up  to  the  expectations  of  Dewick/Macphie.

The  Colloquium  also  benefits  from  the  presence  of  renowned 
philosophers  on  campus,  who  teach  at  the  undergraduate  level  as  well  as  at  the 
Fletcher  School  of  Law  and  Diplomacy. 

Pre-Legal  Society 

In  conjunction  with  the  services  offered  by  the  university,  the  Pre-Legal 
Socierty  is  a  student-run  organization  that  better  acquaints  law-oriented 
students  with  the  judicial  system  of  our  country.  Activities  include  informa¬ 
tion  sessions  sponsored  by  pre-legal  advisors,  practicing  attorneys,  law  school 
deans,  and  Tufts  alumni  who  have  attended  law  school.

The  Society  of  Women  Engineers  is  a  non-profit,  educational,  service 
organization  dedicated  to  making  known  the  need  for  women  enginners  and 
encouraging  young  women  to  consider  an  engineering  education.  Specifically, 
its  objectives  are  to  inform  young  women,  their  parents,  counselors,  and  the 
public  in  general  of  the  qualifications  and  achievements  of  women  engineers 
and  of  the  opportunities  open  to  them,  to  assist  women  engineers  in  readying 
themselves  for  a  return  to  active  work  after  temporary  retirement,  to  serve  as 
a  center  of  information  on  women  in  engineering,  and  to  encourage  women 
engineers  to  attain  high  levels  of  educational  and  professional  achievement. 

Tri-Service  Organization 

By  land,  by  air,  and  by  sea,  the  Tufts  Tri-Service  Organization  serves  as  the 
home  base  for  Army,  Air  Force,  and  Navy  ROTC  students.  We  strive  to  present 
a  positive  image  of  ROTC  and  the  armed  services  on  campus,  in  addition  to 
facilitating  better  communications  between  ourselves  and  our  detachments  at 
MIT.

TLSV  is  a  student-run  technical  assistance  organization  that  brings  light  and 
sound  for  campus  groups  and  events.  Whether  you  just  need  a  microphone, 
or  lighting  design  for  your  show,  we're  here  to  provide  professional,  quality 
service. 
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Amnesty  International 

Amnesty  International  is  a  world-wide,  non-political  organization 
which  works  to  end  government  violations  of  human  rights.  This  includes 
working  to  free  prisoners  of  conscience  an  ensure  a  fair  trial  for  political 
prisoners,  and  working  to  end  the  death  penalty,  torture,  and  extra¬ 
judicial  executions.  Tufts'  Amnesty  chapter  meets  weekly  to  write  letters 
on  behalf  of  prisoners  of  conscience,  in  addition  to  hosting  speakers  and 
holding  write-a-thons  and  concerts,  such  as  the  "Rights  (Not)  on  the 
Roof"  event  each  Spring.  We  also  work  with  other  local  Amnesty  groups 
to  raise  awareness  about  human  rights  violations. 

Burma  Action  Group 

The  Burma  Action  Group  works  to  educate  the  campus  about  the  U.S. 
companies  which  are  contributing  to  the  violation  of  human  rights  in  Burma. 
This  abomination  occurs  indirectly  through  through  American  support  of 
the  Burmese  government,  and  directly  through  utilization  of  slave  and  child 
labor  forces.  By  mobilizing  Tufts  students,  the  Burma  Action  Group  partici¬ 
pates  in  solutions  to  these  problems.  Our  activities  include  boycotting  the 
products  of  guilty  companies  such  as  Pepsi,  and  encouraging  local  stores  to 
do  the  same,  as  well  as  appealing  to  executives  at  the  companies  themselves. 

Council  on  International  Affairs 

TCIA  is  an  organization  that  brings  current  events  and  world  issues  to  the 
awareness  of  students  on  campus.  We  will  be  participating  in  Model  United 
Nations  Conferences  at  Dartmouth,  Harvard,  and  Yale.  We  will  also  be 
inviting  speakers  to  discuss  issues  pertaining  to  international  relations  and 
perhaps  hold  a  mock  conference  of  our  own-this  past  year,  a  mock  Middle 
East  Peace  conference  was  held. 

Democrats

Our  telephone  hotline,  627-3888,  provides  an  anonymous  and 
confidential  setting  where  members  of  the  Tufts  community  can  feel  comfort¬ 
able  talking  to  someone. 

Environmental  Consciousness  Outreach 

ECO  is  the  undergraduate  group  for  environmental  organizing  and  activ¬ 
ism.  ECO  is  run  with  consensus  based  decision  making.  All  are  welcome  to 
join  and  participate.

Most  importantly,  the  CSL 
strives  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  at 
Tufts.  All  members  fof  the  Tufts  commu¬ 
nity  are  ureged  to  attend  meetings  and 
voice  their  concerns. 

Elections  Board 

The  Elections  Board  is  responsible  for 
coordinating,  overseeing  and  upholding 
the  rules  for  campus  elections  and  refer¬ 
enda  votes,  members  of  the  board  are 
appointed  by  the  TCU  Judiciary,  TCU  Sen¬ 
ate,  and  the  student  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Student  Life.

The  Men's  Cross  Country  Teamd  enjoyed  their  best  season 
ever  in  1996.  The  team  began  the  season  with  a  win  in  the 
Amherst  Invitational.  The  team  was  lead  by  Mike  Northrop  in 
taking  4  out  of  the  top  5  finishes  in  the  10  team  field.  The  team 
continued  its  winning  ways  by  defeating  Bates  and  MIT  (for  the 
first  time)  in  a  tri-meet.  A  fourth  place  finish  at  the  highly 
competitive  Cortland  Invitational  vaulted  the  previously  15th 
ranked  Jumbos  into  the  1 1  th  with  a  defeat  of  9th  ranked  Haverfo'rd. 
The  Jumbos  walked  away  with  a  victory  at  the  Babson  Invita¬ 
tional.  At  the  Division  I  New  England  meet  the  team  finished  9th 
with  250  points.  In  a  tune-up  for  the  New  England  Regional 
Championship,  the  Jumbos  traveled  to  a  second  place  finish, 
losing  only  to  number  1  Williams.

In  August,  the  woman's  soccer  team  spent  a  week  in  Montreal  training, 
playing  Canadian  teams,  and  seeing  the  sites,  after  a  competitive  tryout 
period,  four  freshman  and  two  previously  JV  players  were  added  to  the 
varsity  squad  and  proved  to  be  an  indespensible  component  of  the  team. 
After  two  pre-season  scrimmages,  we  began  playing  the  teams  on  our 
season  roster.  We  won  our  first  four  or  five  games  and  remained  un-scored 
upon.  Our  goalie,  Jen  Starrett  received  a  Goalie  of  the  Week  award  during 
that  interval  of  time. 

We  ended  the  regular  season  with  a  record  of  7-5-2,  and  were  ranked  first 
as  we  entered  the  ECAC  post-season  tournament.  Weplayed  our  first 
ECAC  game  at  Tufts  against  Smith  and  beat  them  in  the  overtime  period 
by  scoring  two  goals  and  making  the  score  3-1.  We  then  advanced  to  the 
semi-final  game  which  was  also  at  Tufts.  Matched  up  against  Plymouth  we 
were  unsure  of  what  to  expect.  With  all  the  emotion  and  excitement  of 
being  in  the  tournament,  we  came  out  and  beat  them  3-0,  which  moved  us 
into  the  finals  the  next  day  against  Wellsley.  The  final  match  of  the  season 
proved  to  be  the  longest  game  of  the  season.  After  a  grueling  regulation 
period,  the  game  went  into  the  first  thrity  minute  overtime.  Tufts  scored 
a  goal  to  gain  a  1-0  lead  over  Wellesley,  but  the  score  was  soon  evened  up 
when  Wellesley  put  one  in  the  net  later  in  that  overtime  period.  The  next 
thirty  minute  sudden  death  overtime  saw  both  teams  continue  to  struggle 
to  put  the  ball  in  the  net,  but  as  neither  team  was  able  to  do  so,  the  game 
went  to  penalty  kicks.  After  both  teams  missed  two  of  their  penalty  kicks 
in  the  first  five,  the  contest  moved  to  a  one  on  one  match  up  of  the  next  two 
kickers.  The  Wellesley  player  missed  her  shot  and  Christ  finally  ended  the 
game  and  the  season  with  her  shot  that  got  past  the  Wellesley  goalie. 

The  women' t  soccer  team  is  graduating  five  seniors  this  year  who  Coach 
Bill  Gehling  describes  as  "great  players  and  great  people".  After  not 
winning  a  post  season  tournament  since  1989,  the  Tufts  women's  soccer 
team  was  due  for  a  championship.

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Tufts  TKD  was  founded  in  1991  by  a 
small  group  of  students  interested 
in  bringing  quality  martial  arts  in¬ 
struction  to  Tufts,  utilizing  instruc¬ 
tors  in  the  Tufts  student  commu¬ 
nity.  From  its  original  membership 
of  three  students.  Tufts  TKD  has  in 
the  years  since  its  inception  realized 
that  vision,  and  has  expanded  its 
classes  and  its  membership,  becom¬ 
ing  the  most  visible  and  exciting 
martial  arts  organization  at  Tufts.

Each 
member  trains  at  Apple  Knoll  Farm,  in  Millis, 
M.A.  The  Equestrians  participate  in  competi¬ 
tions  during  the  Fall  and  Spring  seasons,  against 
schools  such  as  B.U.  ,  Middlebury,  Dartmouth, 
and  Harvard.
